Whiteley's establishment is one of the

largo and imposing store to itself. The 
jewelry storo is a superb establishment, 
tho furniture, house is magnificent; china, 
glass, ironmongery, dressmaking, sewing 
machine:,, r-oifftires, toys, Japanese "and 
Indian curios, eacli and all havo stores 
devoted exclusively to themselves, large 
openings giving communication through 
the entire series of establishments. 


ADDITIONAL LSTAIILISHMEXTS. 


This would bo wonderful enough, but 


there aro surprises at Whitelcy's; a pro- 
vision btoro of extensive dimensions ad- 
joins an excellent restaurant, tlie restau- 
rant leads into the aviary, conservatory 
and live stock establishments. Thcro \s> 
a well supplied wood and coal offico. 
Pi- 


anos are upstairs in a btoro of their own; 
near them is a large hall, decorated with 
flags, statuary, tables and chairs m pro- 
fusion. 
Here a dinner of several hundred 


covers may be givei., or ordered for any- 
place, town cr country, with every acces- 
sory, from the banquet itself to the 
waiter who serves it, all provided by 
Whiteloy. I had nearly forgotten to name 
a charming picture gallery, whero many 
original work* of great beauty aro dis- 
played, and where orders arc taken for 
copies of any masterpiece, on the walls of 
any of tho great galleries of Europe. 
Whiteley is also a banker. You may buy 
or sell money on his premises. 
You may 


take your passage by any steamer for any 
port. 
You may hire a servant; bury a de- 


ceased friend, put, your belongings up at 
auction; purchase, sell, build or take down 
a house. In sliorl, lliero is not a siuglo 
transaction in bl'o relating to trade which 
Whiteley is not willing to mako for you. 
Xo wonder lie calls himself "tho univer- 
sal provider." Hudi a business as White- 
ley's must speedily make a man a bank- 
rupt or a millionairo, and ns disaster lias 
not overtaken him, it is presumed that 
Whiteley has a good account at liis own 
and other hanks. His establishment has 
suffered 
frequently from lires, whoso 


strangely persistent reciin-ence. irresist- 
ibly sugge^-ls incendiarism 


Iu the matter of cheapness I find very 


little difference between Whiteley's and 
other establishments which aro not es- 
pecially devoted to wealthy customers, us 
are Gillow's in the tiunittu-o line, and 
Lewis & Allenby in the dry goods. 
An 


honest price prevails, and if an American 
visitor sees anything he. or sho likes at 
Whiteley's, 1 would ad\iso himorlicr to 
purchase it without further ado, as it 
would bo a waste of time to run all over 
London to try to iind the same article at 
a lower price.

AT TFIE I!OX MARCHE. 


Fur ono American who lias heard of 


Whiteley's in London, ninety and nine 
luive heaid of tho 13on Marcho in Paris. 
Persons who know no other single word 
iu French are aware, that bon mareho 
means "chrap " This famous storo is in- 
deed a marvelous place 
Outside of a 


few little kuickknacks known as articles 
do Paris, the vast establishment Is en- 
tirely devoted to the sale of dry goods. 
Xo wonder tho American woman, with her 
national love for shopping, revels iu

Are thcso 


beautiful things really, or only in ap- 
pearance cheap? Why. the truth is they 
are sold at tho market price. 
Examine 


well anything that is offered below the 
current rates, ami you will discover a 
reason 


I will call tho attention of American 


ladies to a custom which prevails at the 
larger shops in Paris, by which our coun- 
trywomen aro misled, though no deceit is 
willfully put upon them; it arises^simply 
from a difference- of custom between tho 
French and American merchant. ^ hen a 
prico is seen upon a remnant iu America, 
the purchaser knows that tho marked 
figure is tho pric'e of tho whole remnant, 
while in France tho marked figure means 
per yard or rather meter, according to tho 
French measurement. Thus, if an Ameri- 
can lady sees some attractive pieces of 
laco or s'ilk, marked variously from $2 to 
^10, and decides to take some or many of 
these remnants, it c-omps as a very dis- 
agreeable surprise, to find out that the 
articles were at so much per yard, and 
that the shopkeeper will now measure tho 
yards. 
Often tlie price is but a few sous 


reduction per yard on t he original figure 
asked, nnd the purchaser finds herself 
with awkward lengths of goods she was 
tempted to buy only in tho Mrs. Toodles 
spirit 
To bo sure, at the Bon Marcho 


the privilege is given of exchanging 
articles which a purchaser may be dis- 
satisfied with—if no harm has come to 
them. Even money is, nnder certain cir 
tumstanccs. returned —London Cor. Bos 
ton Transcript.

In England such 
disregard of the rights of stockholders 
and abuse of their property as has oc- 
curred in this country within the lasl 
twelve months would have resulted long 
before this in the transfer of a part of 
that railroad ability of the kingdom from 
comfortable offices to well-deserved dun- 
geons. In this country the average share- 
holder approaches an officer of his com- 
pany with a good deal of trepidation, be- 
cause he knows his desire for information 
Is likely to be met with a rebuff. In 
England it is the official who trembles 
when a stockholder becomes inquisitive. 


The disregard for stockholders' rights 


that has been the feature of railroad man- 
agement during 1S«, has also Uemon- 
strated the necessity for some sort of an 
organization that shall devote itself en- 
tirely to protecting the interests of the 
shareholders; an organization that cin 
enforce their requests and wishes between 
annual elections and help to concentrate 
the efforts of stockholders to secure dis- 
tinctive representation at such elections. 


It has been suggested that some of the 


trust companies might do this work, but 
it is rather beyond their functions except 
in special cases; besides, those of them 
that have been approached regarding the 
matter have raised the objection that 
it might interfere with the development of 
their business among railroad corpora- 
tions. 
At tho moment Mr. Morgan 


and Ms associates are supplying this 
need, but the feeling is constantly grow- 
ing that a permanent advocate should be 
found and maintained, one to which the 
gtockholders of any nnd every corpora- 
tion could go for advice aud assistance 
and to secure co-operation. Such an as- 
sociation exists in London and in sup- 
ported by the payment of a small fee by 
shareholders who register their shares 
with them.
